Quick thinking on the 
part of a Torrance truck 
driver last week averted a 
possible holocaust on the 
Hollywood freeway a n d 
brought commendations 
.from the police and from 
residents of nearby areas.

Ernest K Bovee. of 2870 
Sonoma. driver of a pro­ 
pane truck that overturned 
on the freeway, was credit­ 
ed with passibly saving the 
lives and property of dozens 
of people through sheer 
quick thinking and immedi­ 
ate action following the ac­ 
cident.

While driving the tanker, 
loaded with the volatile and 
highly explosive fluid, the

axle of the trailer broke, 
.shearing off the back 
wheels of the vehicle, which 
overturned.

Bovee quickly raced to 
the rear of the truck, un­ 
coupled the trailer and then 
drove the truck away to 
prevent a double explosion 
if the trailer blew up.

OFFICERS COMMEND
Police officers on the   

scene complimented Bovee 
who came back to the scene 
and waved cars past the 
wreck.

"Bovee took care of all 
of the possible safety meas-' 
ures." they said, "and then 
stood there beside that 
loaded "bomb" motioning

vehicles not to stop but to 
keep going out of the dan­ 
ger zone."

The driver commented 
(hat it was a "miracle" that 
the tank didn't explode and 
shower flaming propane 
over the whole area. "One 
Mttle leak, one break in that 
tank, and the whole area 
could have been deluged in 
flame." police officers said.

Bovee put it more simply. 
"Drivers of propane trucks 
live with the expectancy of 
having just ONE accident," 
he said.

The driver is married 
and has one daughter, age 
15.

Police officers, who Kept 
the crowd at a minimum 
and aided firemen in the 
rescue, reported that it took 
more than an hour to extri­ 
cate the victim. Gerald Hix- 
man, 2.''. who lived in a 
nearby trailer park, from 

the storm drain.
Reason for Hixman's at­ 

tempt was given as de­ 
spondencyover marital dif­ 
ficulties.

A c o m p a n i o n. David 
Lawrence. 24. told investi­ 
gating officers that Hixman 
rail to a bridge over the 
channel, swung out over the 
void and dropped.

Torrance Fire Captain 
Sam Dial and firemen Fred 
Bickar and Carl Hanni. de- 
cended on ropes to aid the 
stricken victim. They 
placed him in a stretcher 
which was hoisted gently 
through high voltage lines 
that extend across the 
bridge.

The  > ictim was taken to 
Harbor General Hospital 
w.here attending physicians 
said that he suffered inter­ 
nal injuries and fractures 
of the right arm and leg.
